Figs. 6B and 6C reveal that leaf 228 is configured having a thickness, T, extending 
between its oppositely disposed leaf faces 260 and 262 (Fig. 6C). As a subsequent step in 
fabrication, the eyelet structure 244a is seen to be twisted such that its surfaces are 
substantially perpendicular to leaf faces 260 and 262.
